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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the Applicants' amendment filed oh 7/21/04. The 
independent claims 1 and 8 have been amended. Claims 3, 5, 10, and 12 have been 
cancelled. Claims 1-2, 4, 6-9, 11, and 13-14 are currently pending in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to independent claims 1 and 8, and regarded step "d)" of both 
claims, which states "selection a synchronous base station to be handed off based on 
the compressed mode message", this step of selecting a base station is unclear. The 
"compressed mode message" described in step "d)" is also described in step "c)" of both 
claims as being received through the common channel. There is no indication in the 
wordings of the claims where the "compressed mode message" originates or how this 
message is used to select a single synchronous base station to be handed off to. It is 
unclear from the claims and the specification how a base station is selected from a 
group of possible base stations. Regarded the added amended sections, both added 
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sections further limit step "d)"; however, it is still not clear from the added steps "d1)", 
"d2)" t "d21) n , "d22)'\ and "d23)" how these steps are used in selecting a synchronous 
base station. These steps merely recite a process used to synchronize with a single 
base station (possibly the base station that has been selected to be handed off to), but 
the steps fail to further define step "d)" by describing the method of selecting a 
synchronous base station to be handed off to from a group of potential synchronous 
base stations. It would seem that in the process of selecting a synchronous base 
station to be handed off to that the mobile station must make measurements to select 
the best base station based on received compressed mode messages from multiple 
base stations; however, only one singular compressed mode message is described as 
being received in the claims. Therefore, it is unclear from claims 1 and 8 and from the 
specification how the process of "selecting a synchronous base station to be handed 
off 7 is performed. It is recommended that claims 1 and 8 be reworded to more clearly 
describe the invention. 

Claims 2, 4, 6-7, 9, 1 1 , and 13-14 are also rejected because they depend on 
either claim 1 or 8. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 and 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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5. Claims 2, 4, 6-7, 9, 1 1 , and 13-14 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
